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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 

accomplished thereby: 

 

The purpose of LB 560 is to make several changes to current law regarding the towing of motor 

vehicles. LB 560 would:  

 

• Provide that sections 60-2401 to 60-2411 are cited as the Towing Regulation Act; 

• Expand unlawful parking areas to include properly posted private property; 

• Require that signs posted on private property include who to contact for information 

regarding a towed vehicle;  

• Require that any person who tows a motor vehicle under this act is responsible for 

ensuring the property from which the vehicle was towed was properly posted and that the 

written statement required under section 60-2408 is provided to the owner or driver of the 

towed motor vehicle; 

• Establish a maximum fee for towing, administrative expenses, and the storage of vehicles 

towed; and, 

• Provide specifics on when the Towing Regulation Act does not apply to the towing of a 

motor vehicle. 
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
